Factories In Illinois. 


Gov. Fifer at Fekin: "In Illinois in 


1880 there were 15,(XK) factories, with an 
aggregated capital of 9150,000,000, em- 
ploying 150,000 working people, with an 
average capital to each concern of $10,- 
000, and employing an average of 10 peo- 
ple in each factory. These factories paid 
annually about 800,000,000 in wages pre- 
vious to 1H80.

They are customers of the far- 
mer nt his vory door who are consumers 
of his <md snob other's products, most ot 
whom would not be here save for the di- 
versilled industries fostered by protec- 
tion. The population makes th» home 
market whoso benefits How through all 
the articles of the commonwealth. Illi- 
nois, the firet agricultural state in the 
union, bus become the third manufac- 
turing stnte; as its manufactories ir- 
arease its farms become more valuable 
because their power of producing wealth 
is larger.
